FCC Highlights

The Fat Lady has Sung. 

On March 4, 1992 the FCC released a 
Memorandum Opinion and Order "tidying up" 
its original Order establishing a codeless class 
of amateur operator license, and terminating 
the proceeding. The text of the MO&O is 
quoted below, less footnotes. 


I. INTRODUCTION 
1. On December 13, 1990, the Commission 
adopted a Report and Order (Order) in this 
proceeding that, inter alia, established the 
Technician Class amateur operator license as 
the codeless class of amateur operator license. 
The purpose of this Order was to offer an 
entry-level license opportunity to otherwise 
qualified persons who find a_ telegraphy 
requirement an unnecessary barrier to pursu- 
ing the purposes of the amateur service. Since 
the adoption of this Order, we have received 
over sixty letters highly supportive of our 
decision. _We have also received more than 
forty-five letters informally requesting that we 
clarify or modify various portions of this 
Order. This Memorandum Opinion and Order 

denies these requests. 


II. BACKGROUND 

2. The objections to our Order generally 
fall into four areas. A number of letters argue 
that we should have created a new sixth class 
of license so that codeless licensees could be 
readily distinguished from licensees who have 
passed a Morse code examination. Other 
letters request that we reconsider the privileg- 
es of the codeless Technician Class license. 
Other letters request that we require stations 
where the control operator is a_codeless 
Technician Class licensee to use a distinctive 
suffix after the station’s call sign when the 
station is transmitting on the high frequency 
bands. A few letters still dispute need for a 
codeless license in any form. The American 
Radio Relay League, Inc. (League), while not 
requesting reconsideration of our Order, made 
a number of general comments and pointed 
out a minor error in footnote 33 of the Order. 


III. DISCUSSION 
8. Section 1.429 of the Rules, 47 C.F.R. 

1.429, governs the filing of petitions for 
consi rule making earees 


That section requires that petitions for 
reconsideration must show changed facts or 
circumstances, or facts that were unknown to 
the petitioner until after the petitioner’s last 
opportunity to present them to us. None of 
the letters we have received meet the 
standards of a petition for reconsideration. 
The letters fail to present any facts or raise 
any issue that we did not consider in the 
Order. For example, we found that the 
addition of a sixth class of license, as request- 
ed again, is neither desirable nor achievable 
without unacceptable effects upon our work- 
load. Further, we determined that our 
present computer system will not support six 
classes of licenses without new and significant 
expenditures of resources. We also addressed 
questions about the examination requirements 
and frequency privileges of the codeless 
Technician Class license. We concluded that 
the existing question pools for Elements 2 
and 3(A) should contain questions that test 
whether an examinee has the requisite qualifi- 
cations to perform properly the operator duties 
at an amateur stations transmitting exclusively 
above 30 MHz. 


4. We also decided that our call sign assign- 
ment policy would be inconsistent if we 
required a station controlled by a Technician 
Class licensee who also has a Certificate of 
Successful Completion of Examination (CSCE) 
for a telegraphy element to append an indica- 
tor to the station call sign when identifying. 
This requirement, if we had adopted it, 
would have caused stations of codeless 
Technician Class operators to be _ identified 
with shorter call signs than stations of other 
Technician Class operators who have passed 
more examination elements and have more 
privileges. The Order also addressed the need 
for a codeless class of amateur operator license. 
The comments clearly confirmed that the 
amateur community is undergoing a dramatic 
shift in sentiment concerning the value of 
Morse code as an entry level license 
requirement. We also found that for the 
amateur service to achieve its purposes, the 
participation of as many qualified persons as 
possible who desire to pursue those purposes is 
_ needed. | 
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IV. ORDERING CLAUSES 


5. In view of the foregoing, and pursuant 
to the authority contained in 47 U.S.C. 154(1), 
IT IS ORDERED that the letters requesting 
modification of the Commission’s decisions 
ARE DENIED except as indicated herein. 


6. IT IS FURTHER ORDERED _ that foot- 
note 33 of the Order IS CORRECTED by 
changing the phrase "the entire 23 centimeter 
band" to "1270-1295 MHz’. 


7. IT IS FURTHER ORDERED 
proceeding IS TERMINATED.

WARC-92 Concluded. 
The Department of State, the Federal 
Communications Commission and the National 
Teleecommunications and Information Adminis- 
tration issued a joint statement on March 4, 
1992 which said in part: 


"The agenda for the conference was driven by 
U.S. technology and U.S. entrepreneurs who 
have developed the next generation of commu- 
nications systems that take advantage of the 
latest communications technology. Thanks to 
the leadership of Ambassador Baran and the 
hard work of the U.S. Delegation and support 
staff, new frequency allocations were obtained 
for innovative technologies such as low earth 
orbit satellites, space exploration services and 
satellite based high definition television. 
Additional frequency allocations were obtained 
for mobile satellite services and high frequency 
broadcasting. 


"The Final Acts of the Conference will be 
published by the ITU and presented by Ambas- 
sador Baran upon return of the Delegation 
to the United States. A service-by - service 
summary of the agreements reached by the

The ITU Press Release includes a paragraph 
on the Amateur Service, viz: "Given the fact

not considered possible. A Recommendation 
(COM4/C) was therefore adopted inviting a | 
future WARC to consider the possibility of — 
aligning the allocations to the amateur and 
Broadcasting services around 7 MHz so as to 
provide a worldwide allocation" 


FCC: No more TVI -- for them. 

(From Westlink Report, 2/26/92) 

"The FCC says that TVI and RFI complaints 
will never again be a problem -- for the agency. 
According to John Theimer, Engineer-in- — 
charge of the Commission’s Miami, Florida 
Field Operations Bureau office, the FOB has 
adopted a new policy in dealing with home 
interference cases. Since the bureau is under- 
funded to handle individual cases, Mr. 
Theimer explained, it will therefore no longer 
respond to these types of incidents. 


Theimer, who spoke at the recent Tropical 
Hamboree, noted that from now on, the only 
action the FCC will take in response to 
complaints from the public about RFI and TVI 
is to send out a letter accompanied by a 
booklet written to generally cover solutions to 
a given type of consumer electronics. The 
letter will indicate that the consumer should 
contact a given manufacturer for his TV, 
VCR, radio, thermostat, etce., or service 
provider (telephone or cable TV company, for 
example) and request resolution of the 
problem. 


The FCC official said that even though the 
FCC is getting out of the business of providing — 
solutions, the problem of TVI and RFI is not 
going away and is one that holds the potential 
for worsening as the Amateur Radio Service 
continues to grow. "We have noticed an 
increase recently in amateur interference to 
home Entertainment equipment. This may be 
dictated by a proliferation of amateur stations 
and equipment out there. So, what I am 
asking and suggesting is that, if you want to 
keep good neighbor relations, be very sensitive 
to your neighbor’s complaint”. . 


Theimer closed his remarks by praising the | 
vast majority of amateurs who operate their 
stations without causing interference to the 


- general public, but also issued a warning that 


an amateur radio license is not a permit to _ 
create such a problem: ama

and I had a problem with a neighbor, I 
certainly would try to do everything I could to 
resolve the problem. Don’t take the attitude 
that because you are licensed by the FCC that 
you have a right to cause all sorts of problems. 
Even though the neighbor’s equipment may be 
susceptible to interference, you are going to 
have one sore neighbor and this can mutate 
into quite a neighborhood conflict”. 


Your reporter enthusiastically agrees with 
one Westlink editorial comment in particular, 
that they "would prefer for the FCC to take 
the responsibility that Congress has charged it 
with and set sufficiently high RF immunity 
standards for manufacturers to achieve before 
type-accepting their products. Amateurs would 
be protected from unnecessary RFI complaints.

Radio spectrum’s ’Value’ Emphasized 


IARU observers arrived safely in Torremolinos, 
Spain for the World Administrative Radio 
_ Conference (WARC-92) which began February 3. 
Opening remarks to the conference were made 
by Spain’s Queen Sofia, the Wife of King Juan 
‘Carlos - EAQJC. : 


The Conference chairman, vice chairmen, and 
committee officers were selected. A number of 
international organizations, including the IARU, 
were invited to participate in an advisory 
capacity. 


IARU observers present were President 
Richard L. Baldwin- W1RU; Secretary Larry E. 
Price- W4RA; Region 1 Vice Chairman Wojciech 
Nietyksza - SP5FM; Region 1 Secretary John Allaway - 
G3FKM; Region 2 Secretary Thomas B.J. Atkins - 
VE3CDM; Region 3 Chairman David H. Rankin - 
9V1RH; and David Sumner - K1ZZ, and Daniel 
M. Bergeron-KB4IYK, of the International 
Secretariat. A large number of other Radio 
Amateurs are members of national delegations. 


The Spanish PTT granted blanket permission 
- for visiting Radio Amateurs from countries with 
a reciprocal operating agreement with Spain to 
operate, using their own call sign/EA7. 
Amateurs from other countries may use the 
special station installed by URE, the Spanish 
Amateur organization, at the conference site in 
- Torremolinos (EH7WRC). 


ITU Secretary-General Pekka Tarjanne 
addressed the conference, first thanking Spain 
for its hospitality in hosting the conference. 
Tarjanne noted that the conference brings 1,000 
official participants from around the world, and 
called the new century just eight years away the 
"Century of Telecommunications." 


_ Tarjanne noted that the limits of frequency 
spectrum had been recognized as early as the 
first international radio treaty, signed in 1906 in 
Berlin, and said "We all now look to the Volun- 


WARC] on the simplification of the radio regula- 
tions for creative new solutions to our existing 
cumbersome international spectrum management 
arrangements." 


"The work of the Voluntary Group of Experts 
responsible for studying the allocation and 
improved use of the radio frequency spectrum 
and simplification of the radio regulations is 
closely related to the work that is going to be 
done in this (conference) over the next few 
weeks," Tarjanne said. 


Tarjanne called the frequency spectrum an 
"Important economic resource" and_ noted 
proposals for frequency auctions and user fee 
systems. "At least one country has introduced a 
market system for certain bands and services 
which, in its own case,’ encounter little 
international interference problems," he said. 


"So far, little consideration has been given as 
to whether or how a market or fee system might 
be helpful on an international scale. It will be 
interesting to see the results of national studies 
and trials," Tarjanne said. 


The secretary-general also reminded the 
conference that it would "consider the appropri- 
ate bands for satellite broadcasting of high- 
definition television and digital sound broad- 
casting," and that satellite relay of mobile 
communications on land, sea, and in the air 
also would be important conference issues. 


Noting that just four weeks were available to 
the conferees, Tarjanne gave them their march- 
ing orders. "Let us roll up our sleeves, then, 
and get down to work," he concluded. 


Committee 4 of the conference is concerned 
with frequency allocation and is divided into 
working groups to deal with frequencies below 
137 MHz (WG4A) between 137 Mhz and 3 GHz 
(WG4B); and above 3 GHz (WG4C). Most of the 
activity of interest to Amateurs thus far has

Strong positions are being staked out by 
administrations in developing countries, mainly 
in Africa and Latin America -- but including 
Australia and New Zealand as well -- to protect 
the Fixed Service from HF broadcasting expan- 
sion, especially below 10 MHz. On the other 
hand, a number of administrations seek more 
spectrum for HF BC, mainly those from Europe, 
Asia, and the USA. 


Mexico Takes the Lead. 


Mexico is taking the lead for Latin American 
delegates wanting to defend both Fixed and 
Mobile as well as the Amateur Service. Italy is 
the spokesman for the countries of CEPT who 
have adopted a European Common Position on 
the issue, which favors HFBC expansion, 
harmonization of the 7 Mhz allocation with a 200 
kHz worldwide allocation for the Amateur 
Service, and no other impact on the Amateur 
Service. 


(The IARU position is that the Amateur 
Service should not be required to relinquish any 
spectrum in Region 2, where the Amateur band 
is already 300 kHz, since the Amateur Service 
has a worldwide requirement for 300 kHz in this

A set of principles ("guidelines") for WG4A 
designed to be of help in selecting tentative 
bands for HFBC expansion included the avoid- 
ance of bands allocated to the Amateur Service. 
A number of administrations objected to giving 
the Amateur Service a preferred status, while 
the USA, Italy (on behalf of itself and other 
CEPT countries), China, Pakistan, and the 
United Kingdom spoke in defense of the 
Amateur Service. 


No Change Seen in 40-Meter Band. 


Amateurs worldwide apparently will experi- 
ence no change in their 40-meter band as a 
result of the 1992 World Administrative Radio 
Conference. The issue of high frequency broad- 
casting expansion (at the possible expense of 
Amateur bands below 10 MHz) reached a climax 
on February 21, the end of the third week of the 
conference. 


The apparent conclusion of HF broadcasting 
deliberations will result in less broadcasting 
expansion in the important bands below 10 MHz 
than had been sought.

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The 40-meter plan was similar to what the 
U.S. proposed at the 1979 WARC. The U.S. 
eventually settled for the status quo when there 
was insufficient support for the proposal in other 
countries. In fact, at WARC-79 the Amateur 
Service held onto its Region 2 allocation of 7100 
to 7300 kHz by only a slender thread. — 


The Federal Communications Commission, 
in formulating its 1992 WARC position, had 
rejected a proposal for the expansion of HF 
broadcasting at the expense of the Amateur 80 
and 40 meter bands, saying: "We agree with the 
ARRL regarding the importance of these bands 
and believe that the impact of the loss of these 
bands on the Amateur community would be 
severe, greatly limiting their ability to provide 
reliable international emergency and disaster 
communications." 


While the position of no change is somewhat 
disappointing to the IARU team, which had 
hoped for some improvement of the Amateur 
position in Regions 1 and 3 without reducing the 
allocation in Region 2, given the enormous 
pressures for both the Broadcasting and the 
Fixed Services Amateurs must consider it to be 
a great victory if they are able to emerge from 
the conference unscathed at 7 MHz. 


According to IARU observers, it’s a testi- 
mony to the preparatory work done on our 
behalf in so many countries that the conference 


_ has so far not considered solving the broadcast- 


ing problem at the expense of Amateurs. 


Another Astronaut Qualifies for License. 


NASA astronaut Kathy Sullivan is now 
Sullivan, a geologist and STS-45 
mission specialist, plans to join N5WQC, 
NSWQW and ON1AFD operating from the space 
shuttle. She will be the second FCC licensed YL 


to operate from space. 


This is Dr. Sullivan’s third trip into space, — 
having served as mission specialist on STS-31 in 
1984 and on STS-41 in 1990. She also was the 
first U.S. woman to perform an extravehicular 
activity, EVA, in space to demonstrate the 
feasibility of actual satellite refueling. Kathy is 
a private pilot rated in powered and glider 
aircraft. The STS-45 launch is scheduled for 
March 23.

ARRL Novice Petition. | 

_ The ARRL has filed a petition with the FCC 
for rule making to require that all novice class 
Amateur Radio license examinations be adminis- 
tered under the current volunteer examiner 
program. The petition suggests that such a 
requirement would provide smoother and quicker 
processing of new novice licenses and would help 
to maintain the integrity of the examination 
process for the entire range of Amateur examina- 
tions from novice through Amateur extra class. 
The novice examination, presently administered 
by two general class or higher licensees who are 
not necessarily certified volunteer examiners, 
was not included in the original volunteer exam- 
iner program begun in 1984 to avoid overburden- 
ing the new program and because a volunteer 
examiner system for novice examinations already 
was in place. 


IARU Korea Project. 


The IARU will participate in a project to 
establish Amateur Radio in the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea scheduled to begin in 
May, 1992. Several IARU national societies have 
offered their support to the project, which is 
based on preliminary discussions held in 
Pyongyang earlier this year, where the authori- 
ties of the DPRK indicated their positive attitude 
toward it. The project group is led by Dr. Seppo 
Sisatto-OH1VR, and the coordinator is IARU 
President Richard L. Baldwin-W1RU, both 
veterans of the 1991 Albania project team. The 
announcement was made in Torremolinos, Spain, 
during the 1992 World Administrative Radio 
Conference. 


Ham Radio Drama. 


The long awaited Reader’s Digest story about 
Ned Raub -W1RAN and Seth Keo- XUISS, has 
now appeared. Title: Rescue by Radio, by Mel 
White (March 1992 issue). The story recounts 
W1RAN’s efforts to free Cambodian ham Piseth 
Keo from a refugee camp on the Thai-Cambodian 
border and reunite him with his family. 
Amateur radio played a pivotal role in the effort.

FEMA CONDUCTS REGION WIDE EXERCISE 


The Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) sponsored a region wide exercise in the 
states of West Virginia, Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Maryland and the District of Columbia. 
In addition, several federal agencies and private organizations are involved in this three-week long 
exercise which began on March 2nd. : 


The objectives of the exercise were developed by a regional exercise planning group so as to tailor 

the over all exercise objectives to individual states and local jurisdictions. The regional objectives and 
others identified by local emergency managers include: 1) evaluation of the direction and control 
function, 2) testing of the emergency communications equipment and procedures, 3) evaluation of 
the alert and notification procedures, 4) evaluation of the ability to use weather advisories in 
“making decisions regarding emergency functions including those of population protection, 5) 
evaluation of procedure adequacy for facilities, equipment and personnel for congregate care 
evacuees, 6) evaluation of preliminary damage assessment capabilities and report summarizations, 
7) evaluation of assistance requests 8) evaluation of resource management at state and local levels, 
and 9) evaluation of transportation and access controls. 


Phase One of the exercise involved the dissemination of weather advisories on the storm’s 
movement towards the East Coast during March 2nd through the 15th. Phase Two of the exercise 
(March 16-20) involved the storm making landfall. Active exercise participation by local jurisdictions 
began at this point and the FEMA Regional Operations Center and State EOC’s were partially 
activated during the hours of 0800 to 1600 daily. On Wednesday, March 18th, all State EOC’s went 
fully operational. 


Federal agencies participating were the Federal Emergency Management Agency, the Department 
of Transportation, The National Communications System, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, the General Services Administration, the Department of Health and 
Human Services, the Department of Defense, the Environmental Protection Agency, the 
Department of Energy, the Civil Air Patrol, the U.S. Coast Guard, and the National Oceanic anc 


Atmospheric Administration - National Weather Service Weather Service Forecast Offices in FEMA 
Region III. 


State Agencies involved varied state to state but generally involved most all agencies. In thi 
emergency management arena, most local jurisdictions participated in each of the FEMA Region II 
states including the Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service (RACES) for those government entities 


_ Private organizations that participated were the American Red Cross, the various local utilit; 
companies, and the American Radio Relay League’s Amateur Radio Emergency Services (ARES 
groups in the FEMA Region III states. |

THE RAREST DXCC COUNTRY — WILL IT HAPPEN? 


Project launched to encourage Amateur Radio in the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 
This was the title of a press release issued by ARRL HQ on February 27, 1992. 


It was announced today that the International Amateur Radio Union (IARU) will participate 
in an International Project aimed at establishing Amateur Radio in the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea (DPRK). The announcement was made in Torremolinos, Spain, site of the 
1992 World Administrative Radio Conference. 


The project is based on preliminary discussions held in Pyongyang earlier this year, where the 
authorities of the DPRK indicated their positive attitude toward such an initiative. 


Several Amateur Radio groups and IARU member-societies are offering their cooperation and 
support. The Project group is led by Dr. Seppo Sisatto-OH1VR. The coordinator for IARU is 
IARU President Richard L. Baldwin-W1RU. Detailed discussions are underway and the Project is 
tentatively scheduled for May of 1992.

It looks like this project might be similar to the recent Albanian project. The main purpose is 
to get Amateur Radio up and running in the DPRK. This is not a DXpedition only. If it is done as 
well as the Albanian project, P5/DPRK stations will be as easy to find as a ZA is now. I see one 
or two ZA’s put out each day on the local PacketCluster. It would be great to see the same for P5 
stations in a year or less.

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Elmer’s Corner

Last month I left you hanging with a 
prepared end of coax and a PL259 waiting to 
be soldered on. In the meantime, I did a little 
research on soldering guns and irons and will 
pass that info on so we can progress to the 
next step. 


For different applications, most hams will 
have a couple of soldering irons, a 25 watt for 
working on pce boards and a higher wattage 
iron or gun for jobs requiring more heat. If 
you don’t plan on doing any pce board projects, 
a small iron or gun (60—100 watt) is the best 
first investment for doing meat and potatoes 
work - like soldering on PL259s. The Weller 
WP-60P ($40) or the 7200PK soldering gun 
(about $20) are excellent choices. To work on 
smaller projects like mike connectors, a 25 
watt "pencil" will work a little better. The 
best of both worlds is a variable temperature 
"soldering station" (about $100) a hefty 
investment unless you’re sure you will get the 
use out of it, HI. 


The neatest gadget I have run into is called 
the "PYROPEN," also by Weller, that 
operates on butane (cigarette lighter type) 
giving you the luxury of not needing AC at 
the soldering site. Again, this is a relatively 
expensive purchase ($60) but when factored 
over your hamming career, it is something to 
think about. The PYROPEN is also adjustable 
so the proper heat can be used, depending on 
the job. Hechinger’s carries a selection of 
irons and guns at reasonable prices or you can 
order by mail from Amateur Electronic Supply, 
using the model numbers I mentioned earlier. 


So, let’s assume you have your trusty 
soldering weapon heated up and ready to go. 
The first thing to do is to clean and "TIN" 
the tip by wiping the tip off on a damp sponge 
and flowing enough solder to cover the first % 
inch or so of the tip. This will increase the 
efficiency of the heat transfer and increase the 
life of the tip. If there is too much build-up on 
the tip, a light sanding or filing down to bare 
- copper is necessary, then do the tinning. 


sehr 1902 
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Speaking of solder, the only type to 
consider at this time is referred to as 60/40, 
a mixture of 60% tin and 40% lead. Always, 
I repeat, ALWAYS use "ROSIN CORE" solder 
for your electronic projects, NOT "ACID 
CORE," the type used in plumbing applica- 
tions. The ROSIN is what is called a FLUX 
which, during the soldering process, suspends 
oxides, floating them to the top when the 
solder is in its liquid state and helping to keep 
surface oxidation to a minimum. 


Let’s melt a little solder. Take a short 
length of coax and strip it down so that a few 
inches of the center conductor are exposed for 
you,to practice on. Take your soldering 
weapon and touch the tip with solder (to see 
if it is hot enough), wipe the solder off on a 
wet sponge and apply the tip firmly to the test 
wire about a half-inch from the end. When 
the temperature of the wire rises to the 
required level (for 60/40 solder that is around 
361° F.) the solder will start to melt when it 
is touched to the wire. If you leave the tip in 
contact with the wire after some solder has 
been applied, you will notice that the solder 
will flow throughout the strands of the center 
conductor. Try this a few times and you will 
quickly get the hang of it. 


You are also learning one of the "tricks of 
the soldering trade" by doing this. I referred 
to "“TINNING" earlier and this is also called 
"TINNING," but in this case you are 
"TINNING" the "WORK" instead of the solder- 
ing tip. By "TINNING" the wire before final 
soldering, the "WORK" heats up much quick- 
er when time for the final assembly comes 


around. For those "experienced" hams out 
there that haven’t done this before, try it, 
you'll like it!! 

It appears I’ve done it again; left you

(Soviet Radio Amateur Movement) 
Edited by Dexter Anderson, W4KM 


[I expected to be away for several weeks and prepared the following two-part summary 
translation in advance. The source is an article in an unknown newspaper apparently called 
"SK." The article is about an outspoken amateur who "did time” on fabricated charges under 
the old régime. The term "chemistry" ("khimiya") used in the subtitle and throughout the 
article seems to be criminal slang for a place of confinement. One possibility suggested to 
me is that it originated with the use of prisoners to construct a chemistry plant.] 


"SK" dated 1 June 1991 beginning on page 8: 
"THE FINEST HOUR [literally THE STELLAR HOUR] OF SERGEY MATVEYEV, 
which was wrapped in two years of ’chemistry”" 
by Yevgeniy Chapurin 


One evening ten years ago, Jack Gutzeit, W2LZX, heard a Morse-code "SOS" from a place called 
Arkhangel’sk. The message, addressed to President Reagan, Senator Goldwater, and the president 
of the IARU, stated that UA1OSM was being shut down for political reasons and requested political 
asylum. 


Jack Gutzeit recognized UA1OSM as the callsign of his old over-the-air friend Sergey Matveyev. 


"Sergey is having a very bad time of it," he thought. 
The contact ended. In the Soviet Union it was already 1 May 1981. 


AND MEANWHILE IN ARKHANGEL’SK 


Like the whole country, Arkhangel’sk was preparing to greet the First of May. So what if some 
renegade tried to spoil the holiday spirit by announcing his lack of loyalty to the socialist order? 
The country has known many such people, both highly-placed and lowly. They all got what they 
deserved. After all, anti-Soviets are anti-Soviets. The only thing unusual about Matveyev’s case 
was that the request for political asylum was transmitted over the air. 


HOW ANTI-SOVIETS ARE MADE 


In our society of the ’80s, one could be anti-Soviet, but to oneself. From time to time, one could» 
be malicious on the subject of the meager existence in the Country of Soviets, but at home in the 
kitchen. However, it was better yet to be quiet, keeping the accumulating malice to yourself, 
in which case you were a well-educated citizen, worthy of building a new society. 


Sergey Matveyev now criticizes himself most of all for blabbing, wherever he happened to be, 
about the party, about socialism, and about the decadent West that was not at all willing to 
disappear. 


"... | was always asking myself why if something better came along in electronics it was always 
created in the States? Why was it that only in America were marvelous microcircuits made 
which were picked up by the whole world ... we have heaps of institutes and people who aren’t 
dumb, but we still lag behind in making progress. So the thought came to me, what if socialism 
were installed everywhere, who would push progress forward?" 


That’s what the thirty-year-old Matveyev thought then. At that time, what was pardonable for — 


Jupiter was not pardonable for a simple shop steward, much less for a non party member, much 


less for an amateur entrusted by the state with worldwide radio contacts. Just imagine what slander — 


such an irresponsible citizen could spread about the Country of Soviets!

They didn’t like him much in the radio club. "He’s abad person, this Matveyev, he’s too selfish. 
And he speaks ill of the party ... ." 


For Sergey, the epic that ended so dramatically for him began in the summer of ’80. His 
friend Slava Vasil’kov was leaving for Franz-Josef-Land and asked Sergey to be his QSL manager. 


People act as QSL managers all over the world. Doing so wasn’t prohibited at that time here 
either. However at that time, you understand, things that were not prohibited were by no means 
always permitted. In ’80, the only address in the USSR for foreign radio amateurs was the 

Central Radio Club in Moscow. All mail from abroad ended up there, was checked, and was then 
distributed around the country. I’ll comment in passing that foreigners considered this absurd 
and wrong -- but what can you say about the mysterious Russian soul? 


When the mail began to go straight to Sergey, the Central Radio Club ordered all relations with 
foreigners cut off. This wasn’t done, so an order was given to the Arkhangel’sk radio school: 
"Punish Matveyev!" 


This order fell on fertile soil. Matveyev had already pretty well "gotten to’ the management of 
the radio school with his "freedom-loving" projects. On various occasions, he had proposed revealing 
the home addresses of radio amateurs to foreigners (what a nightmare!), made too much of an idea 
of a non-party amateur radio magazine, demanded that Soviet shortwavers be permitted to join 
foreign clubs, and described the prohibition against working radio amateurs from Israel as a violation 
of human rights. | 


Now, several years later, all of these suggestions are recognized as civilized and correct, and 
many of the prohibitions are being removed. But that would be several years later, and back then — 
the quasi-military leadership of the DOSAAF radio school was wincing over Matveyev’s latest idea 
and preparing to "give a rebuff" to this foreign element. 


The first "attack" came in November 1980. Matveyev was removed as chairman of the club 
council for delays in sending out QSL cards, despite his explanation that the print shop hadn’t 
printed them in time. Simultaneously, his wife was discharged as chief of the radio club station. 
This was done hastily and in violation of the basic rules of the labor code. : 


Matveyev’s fellow radio club members urged that as the next step his home station be shut down. 
They argued that "As long as this renegade has a radio station, he will defile our socialism over 
the air ...". Shutting his station down turned out not to be that simple. The telecommunication 
inspectorate checked and didn’t find any grounds for closing the station, despite the oblast’ 
DOSAAF committee’s categorical order: "Close it. Period!" But the New Year, 1981, was 
approaching, and in accordance with the instruction all amateurs have to receive permission 
annually to operate their home stations. [The term "instruction" (instruktsiya) seems often to 
refer to an unpublished directive on how to proceed in what is considered a sensitive area. ] 


After four months, the DOSAAF oblast’ committee turned Matveyev down, based on there being 
no application for renewal, and on a negative statement from his place of work. These arguments 
were poorly disguised, as there was an application, and the statement [from Matveyev’s place of 
work] was positive. 


So the station was closed down. But Sergey Matveyev, worn out from four months of knocking 
on doors, reserved the last word for himself. He went on the air at six twenty on 1 May 1981 
with a radio message that stirred up the radio world. 7

AMSAT Probe to Mars 


AMSAT just might send a probe to Mars on the Phase 3D Ariane launch planned for 1995. 
The launch would be to a very high earth parking orbit, then boosted to an economic Mars 
transfer orbit probably in late 1996. The probe would be expected to take about 260 days to 
arrive near Mars and would be timed to arrive during the time when Earth and Mars separation 
is minimal (approximately 100+ million kms.) 


So far there has been no mention of Amateur Radio participation, and it would require some 
large dish antennas to do the job, but some of the AMSAT fraternity have been giving it serious 
consideration.

It is a proven 
fact that an antenna filled with water doesn’t 
radiate very well. 


Speaking of antennas and transmitters, if 
you didn’t catch it in a recent issue of QST, 
there was an article about some Amateur opera- 
tors who purchased a new car. As I recall the 
article, when they went to install their 2M 
equipment they were referred by the owner’s 
manual to the vehicle’s technical manual for the 
location of two-way equipment. They checked 
with the local dealer about these limitations and 
were informed that the service manual had a fine 
print notice that only two-way radios of less than 
5 watts should be installed due to interference 
with the car’s computer system, and that could 
only be installed in one location with a specific 


wire routing. Nevertheless, they installed their . 


_ 45 watt 2M equipment only to find that on the 
third transmission. the $1,100: computer failed. 
The moral of this is that we all need to be very 
careful when we are making any purchases of 
this nature to make sure that things we have 
taken for granted in the past (like being able to 
install two-way radios) have not been overtaken 
by poor technical designs. We also need to make 
sure that we ask the appropriate questions to 
prevent these res of disappointments and 
disasters.

Heard On The Repeater: This feature of 
our report attempts to provide suggestions for 
efficient and effective use of the repeater: 


© Be sure to listen before transmitting. It is 
very easy to switch on your radio and, not 
hearing a transmission in progress, assume 
that the frequency is not in use. Frequently 
you hear this happening during net 
operations or between normal transmission 
pauses. Generally all are welcome to join a 
conversation but listening before transmit- 
ting will allow for a smoother introduction. 


© It is interesting that we still hear stations 
who do not let the repeater completely drop 
before they begin their conversation. On the 
18 machine (as well as many others) it is 
good practice to let the repeater completely 
drop and pause a moment before beginning 
your next transmission. This technique not 
_ only allows for the two minute timeout timer 
to reset, but permits anyone with an 
emergency to make acall. Remember, we do 
not have a "beep" to indicate the end of a 
transmission and that the timer does not 
reset until the transmitter completely drops.

ID. After the dial tone is brought up, briefly pause your transmission of the telephone number 
to allow time for the autopatch link to transfer. It is good practice to pause briefly on each 
transmission to ensure the links are properly in place. 


NOTE for autopatch users: when the control units were redesigned the auto dial number code 
sequence was changed. Now to use the auto dial numbers you should enter "*nn" after you get the 
dial tone, where "nn" is the desired auto dial number (they did not change). "The list of the auto 
dial numbers was. provided with your autopatch access code package.

The following article, entitled "Expensive installation" grabbed our attention and is sure to be 
of interest to many others. We are reprinting it here with permission of Worldradio magazine. It 
appears on the back cover of the March 1992 issue: 


Expensive installation 


It may benefit other Radio Amateurs to be aware of the disaster experienced last week. . . 


I purchased a new 1992 Toyota Camry for my XYL - KN4CO. I had her transceiver (a Kenwood 
231 A 2M) transferred from her 1987 Camry to her new vehicle. All the equipment and wiring was 
placed in the same location as her previous car. The changeover was done by a commercial two-way 
radio shop. 


On the first transmission various alarm lights appeared on the dash and remained on. I took the 
car to the dealer and he informed me that my radio equipment had damaged the main computer 
which would have to be replaced at my expense of $1,115. 


He then produced a shop manual which states that at no time can you operate two-way radio 
_ equipment that exceeds 10W output in the 1992 Camry, regardless of how it is installed. 


_ [had no choice except to pay for the repairs but the bad part is that my XYL cannot operate her 
radio in the new vehicle. When purchasing any vehicle, check with the dealer or your mechanic 
_ about such an installation before you go ahead with it! - John C. Harman-W8JH, Tavares, FL.
